bowl or other vessel. Stir until com- 
pletely dissolved. This is important. 

Put wet garment which has been 
thoroughly washed, rinsed, and 
shaken free of folds, into tint water. 
Turn constantly and open out folds 
to insure an even spread of color on 
material. Keep in tint water until 
desired depth of color is obtained. 
If not deep enough, remove ma- 
terial, dissolve more powder in the 
water and dip again.

HOW TO DYE

Here is a simple outline of the steps Mrs, Miller 
followed in dyeing her dress. Be sure to follow 
them when you use Diamond: 

THOROUGHLY CLEAN. Make sure that 
material is absolutely clean. After washing, 
take extra care to rinse out all soap. 

ORNAMENTS, HEMS. Remove all metal 
ornaments and padding, and open up hems. 

VESSEL. Any kind of vessel may be used 
except galvanized. It must be large enough 
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Use a wash boiler 
or baby's bath

to take material without crowding and to 
allow constant turning of material. The wash 
boiler, baby bath, or any enameled pan 
makes an excellent dye vessel. 

AMOUNT OF WATER. Fill vessel with 
enough lukewarm water to cover material 
completely. 3 gallons of water will immerse 
approximately 1 pound of fabric. 

AMOUNT OF DIAMOND. One package of 
Diamond will dye from 1 to % pounds of ma- 
terial. Proportion amount of dye to weight of 
article and desired color. Do not use too much 
dye; it is easier to add dye than take out. 
Test on small sample first, remembering that 
color when wet is darker by two or three 
shades. 

DISSOLVING DIAMOND. Dissolve the 
contents of a package of Diamond Dyes in a 
little hot water and add to dye bath. Never 
add dye solution when material is in bath. 

TIME IN DYE BATH. Put wet material 
into dye bath and boil for 10 minutes, stirring 
constantly. Remove material, then add 2 
heaping tablespoonfuls of common salt for 
each gallon of water used. Replace material 
and boil for 20 minutes longer, stirring during 
entire process. 

CONSTANT STIRRING. Keep material 
moving constantly in dye bath, to insure 
even spread of color. Use smooth clean sticks 
or glass towel rods for this. Do not allow 
material to get bunched. 

THOROUGH RINSING. When desired color 
is obtained, remove material and rinse until 
water is almost colorless. Press out with 
hands and shake material open to prevent 
streaking. Roll in towel and iron while damp. 



Note: All Diamond colors can be used in boil- 
ing water by following the directions given 
above. See page 22 for dark or strong colors 
ichich must be used in boiling water.

SILKS, SATINS 
RAYON, CELANESE 



SILK, satin and rayon take Dia- 
mond Tints & Dyes beautifully. 
Delicate fabrics, they should al- 
ways be handled carefully. Silk, 
especially, should have particular 
care because of the chemical filling 
with which many present day silks 
are weighted. For this reason silks 
and satins should not be boiled. 



Start in a lukewarm dyebath and 
raise temperature gradually, always 
keeping it just under the boiling 
point Simmer slowly and do not 
stir material vigorously. After dye- 
ing, rinse in clear water. Do not 
wring; press gently between dry 
cloths. While damp, iron on wrong 
side. Use low heat for Celanese. 



Q§C 




RAYON must be handled very carefully. It 
is strong when dry but very tender when wet 

PONGEE is wild silk and requires twice as 
much dye as other silks. It should remain in 
the dyebath 30 minutes after salt has been 
added. Pongee will take any color except black. 

CELANESE is an acetate rayon which 
requires a special dye. (See page 81 for 
method of identifying Celanese.) Diamond 
offers ten lovely colors especially made for 
Celanese and mixtures of Celanese with 
other materials: Old Rose, Orange, Maize 
(Yellou^), Ecru (especially popular for 
curtains), Cardinal, Dark Green, Navy Blue, 
Purple, Dark Brown, and Black — the only 
black Celanese made. // you are unable 
to obtain Diamond Celanese at your store, 
send direct to Diamond Tints & Dyes, 
Dept. CM, Burlington, Vt. 15 1 per package, 
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BLACK DYEING 



EVERY woman knows that there 
are blacks — and blacks. Black 
Diamond Dye, correctly used, gives 
a full, true black. 

In black dyeing, it is important 
to use the correct amount of dye for 
the weight of material. Over-dyeing 
or under-dyeing will not produce a 
true black. 

An under-dyed black has a pur- 
plish or bluish shade. To correct 
this, add more color and re-dye. 

An over-dyed black has a bronzy 
or brownish cast. To correct, wash 
with warm water and mild soap. 

A true black may be dyed over 
any color except brown and red. 
To dye over brown or red, add Yz 
package of Diamond Navy Blue 
for each package of Black. 

When less than a pound of ma- 
terial is to be dyed black, use 4 




tablespoonfuls of dye solution (one 
package dissolved in one quart of 
water) for each ounce of fabric. 



DYEING FIGURED MATERIAL 



Figured materials, even though 
dyed a solid color, will still show the 
design unless color is first removed 
by Diamond Color Remover. (See 
page 24.) Cretonnes, chintzes and 
printed silks which are faded or 




whose colors are harsh and in- 
harmonious, may be freshened up or 
toned down, as needed, by tinting 
or dyeing in a pleasing harmonious 
or neutral shade. Charming effects 
may often be obtained in this way.

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DYEING WOOLENS 




A RE you tired of the color of that 
-t\. knitted woolen suit or sweater? 
Does that wool dress or suit look a 
little faded? A Diamond color bath will 
bring them back to new! It's so easy! 

Very heavy or loosely woven woolens 
require an extra amount of dye. And 
remember, woolens should always be 
simmered, just under the boiling point. 

They should be rinsed in at least 3 
waters, gradually reducing the tem- 
perature of each until the last one is 
tepid. Never subject woolens to sharp 
changes of temperature. This causes 
them to shrink. Press under a cloth 
while still damp. 




SWEATERS 

Never were knitted things so lovely, 
and yours can always be fresh and 
colorful with Diamond Tints & Dyes! 
Just a dip and a rinse with Diamond 
renews the delicate pastel shades of 
your knitted summer dresses. For 
darker colors which must be boiled, 
use twice as much dye as for light- 
weight woolen material. 

Knitted garments keep their shape 
better if tied in a cheesecloth bag while 
dyeing. To dry, do not wring; press or 
pat gently with a soft cloth. Stretch 
garment into shape and size on floor 
or table with clean cloth beneath, and 
dry in this position.

DYE VELVET! 

WHAT a lovely new evening wrap, 
Ruth/' said Jean enviously. "That 
rich shade of wine is gorgeous!" 

"Want to know a secret?" laughed 
Ruth. "It used to be a bright red evening 
dress of my sister's. Mother colored it 
with Diamond and made it into this 
wrap for me." 

Of course! Velvets can be dyed just 
as any other materials. In dyeing and 
rinsing velvets, do not wring. Shake, 
snap and hang straight until almost dry, 
then draw wrong side taut across a hot 
iron. If steam does not raise nap 
sufficiently, brush the wrong way of 
nap with a soft brush. 

Crushed effects may be obtained in 
velvet by crumpling in the hands when 
wet and allowing to dry this way.

WHEN you wish a complete 
change of color in a material, 
it is always best to take out the old 
color first with Diamond Color Re- 
mover. By removing the original 
color, the material is prepared to 
take the new color evenly and cor- 
rectly. Also, materials which have 
become faded or streaked may be 
restored to their original freshness 
and given an entirely new and dif- 
ferent color by this means? 

Diamond Color Remover is per- 
fectly safe to use. It will not injure 
any fabric which boiling water will 
not harm. You can even remove the 
color from delicate fabrics which 
will not stand boiling, by keeping 
the Color Remover bath just below 
the boiling point. 

A package of Diamond Color Re- 
mover will remove the color from 1 
to 2 lbs. of material. First, remove 
all metal or painted trimmings and 
ornaments, then wash and rinse 
material thoroughly. 

Fill an enameled vessel with 
enough boiling water to float goods 



without crowding. Into this, empty 
contents of Envelope No. I. Dis- 
solve contents of Envelope No. II 
in a pint of hot water and add to 
contents of first vessel. (Do not mix 
powders in dry form.) 

Put wet goods into Remover 
bath. Boil 10 to 20 minutes, stirring 
constantly, until color is removed. 
Rinse, wash thoroughly in warm 
soapsuds, then rinse well again. 
Then use Diamond Tints & Dyes 
to obtain the desired new color. 

An occasional color will be found 
which cannot be completely re- 
moved, but these instances are rare.

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CHANGING THE ORIGINAL 
COLOR OF MATERIAL 



WHEN tinting or dyeing an- 
other color, it is usually ad- 
visable to remove the old color with 
Diamond Color Remover. Certain 
combinations do not produce de- 
sirable colors and in such instances 
the use of Diamond Color Remover is 
necessary. Never attempt to dye a 
light color over a dark one. Always 
remove the old dark color first. 

In changing the color, it is some- 
times possible to take advantage of 
the original color. The chart below 
gives results which may be ob- 



tained by top-dyeing when the two 
colors are of approximately the 
same depth. For example, a medium 
Red over a medium Blue produces 
a medium Purple. A dark Red over 
a dark Blue produces a dark Purple. 

On the other hand, a light Red over 
a dark Blue gives a Bluish-Purple, 
while a dark Red over a medium 
Blue yields a Reddish-Purple. 

Black will cover any color. When 
dyeing Black over Red or Brown, 
use Yz package Navy Blue to each 
package of Black.

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THE FASCINATING ART 
OF TIE - DYEING 



The ancient art of tie-dyeing finds 
artistic modern expression through 
the use of Diamond Tints & Dyes. 
It is easy and fascinating to do, 
and very charming effects may be 
obtained which often supply just 
the color accent needed in home or 



wardrobe. It is adapted to all soft, 
lightweight materials. Inexpensive 
materials, such as cheesecloth or 
voile for curtains, are particularly 
pleasing in colorful tied-dyed de- 
signs. Silks and chiffons lend them- 
selves to beautiful effects. 




KNOT TIE-DYEING. This is the simplest form of tie-dyeing. Here is a 
very simple but charming design for a scarf. 

DESIGN I 
Fold scarf length of silk cross- 
wise in center. Tie 3 knots in 
each end, beginning at alter- 
note corners. Moisten and dip 
knotted sections in dye, 

TWIST DYEING. Soft wavy effects are produced by this method. Two or 
more colors may be used, using different ones for different port ions of the twist. 

DESIGN II 

Pleat material lengthwise in 
even folds. Twist tightly and 
evenly as far as possible. Fold 
back on self and let twist 
naturally. Dip in dye - bath* 

STRING TIE-DYEING. In this, string, thread or narrow strips of cloth 
are used to bind the material and thus keep the dye from penetrating cer- 
tain portions. The tighter it is tied, the clearer-cut the design; the looser, 
the more irregular and soft-edged the design. 

DESIGN III 

This card table cover was first 
dyed an old rose. Fold in halves 
and quarters. Plait and tie as 
indicated. Dip in black dye- 
bath. 





Have a separate bowl for each color, large enough to dip material easily. 
Apply light colors first; deep ones last. Rinse in cold water after each dip.

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HOW TO IDENTIFY 

Different Kinds of Materials 



THERE are two general types of 
materials: those made from 
animal fibres (silk and wool), and 
those made from vegetable fibres 
(linen, cotton, rayon). 

Rayon, or "man-made" silk, has 
the appearance and the feel of silk, 
but is of vegetable origin. The two 
most common types of rayon are 
Viscose and Celanese. Celanese will 



not take ordinary dye, but re- 
quires a special dye. (See page 19.) 
The simplest way to determine 
the type of material is by the burn- 
ing test. The material should be 
ravelled, and horizontal and vertical 
threads from both warp and filling 
burned separately, since often two 
or more different types of fibres are 
woven into the same material. 



COTTON: Ignites quickly; hums rapidly with yellow flame. Odor like 
burning paper. Leaves small light, feathery ash. 

LINEN: Same results as cotton. Hard to distinguish from cotton. Linen 
absorbs a drop of water at once; cotton does not. 

WOOL: Singes slowly. Burns with small, flickering flame; bubbles as it 
burns. Odor of burning hair or feathers. Ash heavy, crisp, black and irregu- 
lar in shape. 

PURE SILK (unweighted) : Burns slowly with tiny flame. Odor like 
burning hair, similar to wool but less pronounced. Crisp, black, round- balled 
ash which crushes easily. 

WEIGHTED SILK : Ignites with no flame. Glows and chars, leaving ash in 
the form of the fabric, sometimes curling at edges. Odor same as pure silk. 

VISCOSE RAYON (ordinary type) : Ignites easily. Flashes quickly with 
yellow flame, like cotton. Odor of burning paper. Almost no ash. 

CELLULOSE ACETATE RAYON (Celanese) : Ignites and burns rapidly. 
Small flame, bluer than Viscose. Material appears to melt; sputters and 
puckers as it burns. Leaves hard, shiny black ash or wire edge on fabric. 
Odor slightly sour, like vinegar.
